Tacſe fix Companies, with ſeveral Troops,ere de-

in enc formidable body; which was deſigned te have 
been abeur the beginning ef this inftant Moneth of 
Azguſt;and tothar cnd,feveral Commiſſions (*is ſaid) 
were given out, Srgncd, C.R, 


Bur timely Diſcoveries being made kcreef, Col. 
Okey was ordered togo for the Weſk, who with two 
Troops of karſe allay'd the Rifing and InſurrcRion 
abour B-:/tel,d1fſipated the Multitude ; and march- 
ing to the City, feenred divers Gentlemen of Gloceſier, 
wilts, and Somerſet, who were there met; amongſt 
winom were Mr, Peytz, Mr.,Cheſter, Mr, Buck, Mr. John 
How,and others,

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After which, great care was taken to ſecure the 
peace of thoſe Counties ; and vpon intelligence thar 
Col. affey was in theſe parts, firict ſearch was made. 
in feveral parts of Glouceſterſhire, but he could ne wiſe 
be heard of ; Whereupon, to prevent future Rebelli. 
ons and [1ſurre&ions,tbe Citizens of Gloucefter decla- 
red unanimouſly to adhere to the preſent power, and 
to be as Pibblcs, cemented with the chick Cerncr- 
ſtones, for compleating thargreat Work, ſo wonder- 
tuily contended for,through a Sca of Blood, for miny 
years by-paſt, | 

I 3 order whereunto, Mr, Thomas Pury,and others, im- 
mcdiatly canſed three hundred Foot to be forthwith 
railed, for ſecuring of the. publike peace of the City, 
and Parts adjacent ; VVhich was highly rc{cented by 
the Pagliament; who declared, That the raiſt'g of 
three hundred foot by the City of Glouceſler, was a 
good and acceptable ſcrvice; and ordered a Lettcr ot 
Thanks to be ſent ro them; « Referring it to the Coun- 
cil of State,to take care that pay be ſpecdily provice 
for chew, 

No ſooner were theſe Clouds diſpelled about &lox- 
cefter , but the like Storins appear {crene and clcar at 
Rigate in Surrey,where a party of 30 horſe commanded 
thither oB Saturdaylaſt, ſoen extinguiſhed the Coals
